Summary f Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 71 3.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

January 13, 2005 - Examiner Chen requested information regarding the coxsackievirus designation, CB4-P, deposit 
information and public availability. Dr. Livnat informed the examiner that no deposit of CB4-P was made, but that the 
specification described how to make CB4-P. The examiner and Dr. Livnat then discussed the reasons for the deposit. 

January 14, 2005 - The examiner, Dr. Livnat and Dr. Ramsingh discussed issues surrounding insertion technology in 
the examples in the specification and in Caggana et al. Also discussed was the "replacement" language referred to in 
claims 12 and 27. Also discussed was the possibility of clarifying the location and nature of the insertion in claim 1 . 

January 15, 2005 - The examiner and Dr. Livnat discussed possible amendments to the claims to distinguish over 
Caggana et al. 

January 18, 2005 - The examiner, Dr. Livnat and Dr. Ramsingh discussed the proposed claim amendments, however, 
no agreement was reached. In particular, the two issues that were not resolved involve the specifics of the insertion 
into the CB4 virion genome, and the meaning of "heterologous". Relating to claim 1 , Applicant suggested that the 
claim was drawn to a CB4 virion with a heterologous insertion, wherein the heterologous insertion is not a CB4 gene. 
However, the examiner and the examiner's supervisor, Mr. James Housel, discussed the meaning of "heterologous", 
and agreed that according to the specification, Caggana's insertion (swapping CB4-V genes for CB4-P genes) fits the 
specification's definition of a "heterologous" insert, regardless of Applicant's intended meaning of any nucleic acid 
besides a CB4 nucleic acid. It is the Office's position that any nucleic acid that was not naturally present in the starting 
genome is heterologous. The examiner and Dr. Livnat agreed to reopen prosecution to discuss these matters further. 
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
